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After reaching ultimate success in 
2021 and bringing home their fourth 
World Series title in franchise history, 
the Braves had a lot of pressure 
heading into the 2022 season. Braves 
General Manager Alex Anthopoulos 
and the players worked to ensure the 
team stepped up to the challenge. 
During the season Braves fans were 
introduced to new players like first 
baseman, Matt Olson, and incredible 
rookies like Michael Harris Il and 
Spencer Strider who helped propel 
the team to 101 wins for the first time 
since 2003 and win the National 
League East Division title for the fifth 
straight season. 

Here is a look back the Braves 
journey toward their fifth consecutive 
National League East title, 


FIRST BASEMAN MATT OLSON 
SIGNS WITH THE BRAVES 

Ahead of the 2022 season, the Atlanta 
Braves acquired infielder Matt Olson 

in a five-player trade with the Oakland 
Athletics. Shortly after the acquisition, 
Olson inked an eight-year contract worth 
$168 million that runs through the 2029 
season, with a $20 million club option 
for 2030. The 6-foot-5, 230-pounder 
quickly became a tentpole in the Braves 
organization with steady defense and 

a .240/.325/.477 slash line with 34 
home runs during the 2022 season. An 
Atlanta native, Olson attended Parkview 
High School in Lilburn, Ga., and had

his jersey retired by the school in 2019, 
He is one of three career first-round 
selections out of Parkview, joining Josh 
Hart (2013) and former Braves outfielder 
Jeff Francoeur (2002). “When you look 
at everything, every box is checked 
here,” Olson said after signing with his 
hometown team in March. Obviously, 
this team just won the World Series 

and it's got a good young core. It’s 

my hometown and my family lives in 
Atlanta. The list could go on and on.” 
Olson, who bats left-handed and throws 
right-handed, is a career .250/.343/.503 
hitter over 737 games, with 176 homers 
and 476 RBI. 
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EMERGENCE OF KYLE WRIGHT 
Last season, the Braves ranked fifth 
in Major League Baseball and second 
in the National League with a 3.46 
ERA and a .623 winning percentage. 
Although many fans think of Max Fried 
and Charlie Morton when mentioning 
Atlanta's pitching success, former 
Vanderbilt star Kyle Wright made his 
presence known in 2022. Wright got 
his first start of the season during 
Opening Weekend against the Reds 
on April 9th and held Cincinnati to just 
two hits and picked up six strikeouts 
through six scoreless innings. In the 
2022 season, Wright held opponents 
to a .232 batting average, had a 3.19 
ERA, and led the league in wins, going 
21-5 over 30 starts. His highlight win 
of the season came on April 22nd, in 
a 3-0 win over the Marlins, He finished 
the game throwing a season-high 

11 strikeouts through a dominant six 
scoreless innings, allowing just four 
hits and one walk. From the start of 
the 2022 season, the Braves had high 
hopes for their young right-hander, 
especially after Braves Manager Brian 
Snitker made the call to give Wright 
the ball following a difficult start for 
Dylan Lee in game 4 of the 2021 
World Series. After pitching a total of 
6.1 innings through the entire 2021 
season and playoffs, Wright took 

the mound and threw 4.2 innings, 
allowing five hits, one run, and three 
strikeouts to lead the Braves to a 3-1 
series lead over the Astros. Wright was 
ready for his moment and tossed the 
longest outing by a reliever in Braves 
postseason history, securing his spot 
in the Braves rotation.

14-GAME WINNING STREAK 
Coming into the month of June, the 
Braves were 24-27 and 10.5 games 
back behind the New York Mets. 
The Braves started the month with 

a commanding 6-0 win over the 
Diamondbacks and wouldn't lose 
until June 17th in a tough 0-1 loss 
to the Cubs, Atlanta’s 14-game win 
streak was the longest streak by any 
defending champion since 1961 and 
was largely due to the Braves play 
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on the road. The Braves went 8-0 
away from Truist Park and tore apart 
defenses from the plate. The Braves 
hit a combined .292 with 68 extra- 
base hits, 98 RBI and 35 home runs 
over their 14-game stretch. The Braves 
were clicking on all cylinders as the 
team's 35 home runs were spread out 
to 11 different players having multiple 
home runs over the stretch. However, 
the Braves didn’t win 12 games by 
two runs or more just because of their 


offense. The Braves pitching staff held 
a 2.72 ERA over the stretch and led the 
Majors with 146 strikeouts. The Braves 
swept four different teams during their 
tun, including the Rockies, Athletics, 
Pirates, and Nationals. Following their 
streak, the Braves were able to bridge 
the gap, cutting the Mets’ division 
lead to just four games and putting 
themselves in prime position to take 
control of the NL East and their fifth 
straight division title. 
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AUSTIN RILEY WINS JULY 
PLAYER OF THE MONTH 

Third baseman Austin Riley was 
named National League Player 

of the Month for July after hitting 
-423/.460/.885 (44-for-104) within 
the month with 15 doubles, 11 home 
runs, 25 RBI and 21 runs scored. 
His 26 extra-base hits in July were 
the most in Major League Baseball, 
and his 11 home runs finished 
second. In fact, no other player had 
more than 18 extra-base hits in July. 
Before Riley, Richard Hidalgo (HOU, 
27) was the last player to reach 26 
extra-base hits in a month, doing so 
in September 2000. Riley became 

‘ the second Brave in franchise 
history to finish a month with at least 
10 home runs and a .400 batting 
average, joining Chipper Jones, 
who did it in July 1999 (11 HR, .412) 
Riley had 16 multi-hit games in July, 
the third most by a Brave within a 
single month in the Atlanta era of the 
Braves. Felipe Alou (August 1968) 
and Ralph Garr (May 1974) each 
share the record with 17 multi-hit 
games in a single month. Riley 
became the first major leaguer with 
416 multi-hit games in a month since 
José Altuve had 16 for Houston 

in July 2017, Following the stellar 
month, on August 1 Riley agreed 

to a 10-year contract worth $212 

= million through the 2032 season, 
with a club option for 2033.

ROOKIES OF THE MONTH 

At the start of the 2022 season, there 
were several high-profile rookies looking 
to make their mark in the Majors. A few 
young Braves players took the Major 
League by storm, winning four straight 
Rookie of the Month honors and show- 
casing their new three-headed monster. 
It all started with “The Stache” and the 
Braves’ young hurler, Spencer Strider. 
The next monumental decision came on 
May 28th with the promotion of Atlanta's 
own Michael Harris Il, the first promotion 
of the season out of the Braves’ Double- 
A affiliate. In his first complete month 

in the Majors, Harris put up a slash line 
of .347/.371/.574, picking up four home 
runs, 13 extra-base hits, and four stolen 
bases. Harris went on to win his first 


Rookie of the Month award of the year. 
Strider followed up Harris’ dominance 
with a career month of his own. Strider 
started the month with an 11-strikeout 
performance against the Reds on July 
2nd. Strider earned July Rookie of the 
Month honors, posting a 2.70 ERA 

and picking up 41 strikeouts over 26.2 
innings. Heading into August, the Braves 
were building some momentum. However, 
with injuries to Ozzie Albies and Orlan- 
do Arcia, the Braves were in desperate 
need of an infielder. From the Braves’ 
Double-A affiliate came Vaughn Grissom. 
Grissom made his MLB debut on August 
10th, going 2-4 with a stolen base and 

a towering 412-foot home run over the 
Green Monster to lead the Braves to 

an 8-4 win over Boston. In 20 games

through the month of August, Grissom 
had a .311 average with three home runs, 
10 RBI and three stolen bases. In their 
first few months back on the same field, 
Grissom and Harris greatly resembled 
another one-two punch in Ronald Acufia 
Jr. and Ozzie Albies, However, Harris 

did something not even Acufia did in his 
dominant rookie campaign: win Rookie of 
the Month three times. Harris was already 
‘on an All-Star level in June but hit anoth 
er gear in August, hitting .337 with four 
home runs, 16 extra-base hits, five stolen 
bases, and 15 RBI in 27 games. The 
Braves won four straight Rookie of the 
Month honors from June to September, 
the first time a team has taken home the 
award in four consecutive months since 
the Angels’ Mike Trout in 2019. 


STRIDER FANS 16 

On September 1 versus Colorado, 
right-hander Spencer Strider set the 
single-game, Atlanta-era record with 
16 strikeouts in a single game. The 


mark ranks second in all-time franchise 
history. Hall-of-Famer John Smoltz 
previously held the Atlanta-era record, 
punching out 15 on two occasions: 
May 24, 1992 at Montreal and April 10, 


2005 versus the New York Mets. Hall of 
Famer Warren Spahn holds the all-time 
Braves record with 18 punch outs on 
June 14, 1952 versus the Chicago Cubs, 
done over 15.0 innings. Additionally, 
Strider’s 16 strikeouts are the most in 

a single game by a Braves rookie in 
franchise history. The six-foot, 195-pound 
native of Columbus, Ohio, became the 
fourth different rookie in the modern

era to strike out at least 16 batters in 

a game without issuing a walk. Dwight 
Gooden had exactly 16 strikeouts in two 
consecutive starts in 1984 for the New 
York Mets (9/12 vs. PIT, 9/17 at PHI). The 
Chicago Cubs’ Kerry Wood struck out 20 
against Houston on May 6, 1998, and the 
Colorado Rockies’ Jon Gray fanned 16 
Padres on September 17, 2016.

As the 2022 season came to a close, 
a well-timed head-to-head matchup 
against the Braves’ division rivals, the 
New York Mets, proved to be their 
biggest regular season series of the 
year. With one game separating the 
two teams, the division title hung in 
the balance. After fighting to come 
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back from a 10.5 game deficit in the 
National League East at the end of 
May, the Braves series sweep against 
the Mets during the last weekend of 
the regular season helped propel 
them to win their fifth consecutive 
National League East title with a 21 
win over the Miami Marlins on October 
4, punching their ticket to their fifth 
Postseason run in five seasons. 


After 101 wins and a first-round bye 

to start the postseason, Atlanta fell 

to the Philadelphia Phillies 3-1 in 

the National League Division Series 
Though the Braves return to the 
postseason in 2022 did not end the 
way the team hoped, the unshrinking 
performances of Austin Riley, Spencer 
Strider, and Michael Harris Il should 
inspire tremendous optimism for the 
future of this young, hungry ballclub. = 
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In 2022, the Braves saw young stars flourish 
at a rate not often seen. That’s evident in the 
fact that Michael Harris Il and Spencer Strider 
finished first and second in National League 
Rookie of the Year voting, respectively. Each 
player has solidified their footing in the major 
leagues and expect to contribute to the club 
many years into the future. (

General Manager Alex Anthopoulos 
has worked to ensure the Braves will 
be a contending team for years to 
come. Just 71 games into his big- 
league career, the Braves signed the 
centerfielder Harris II to an eight-year, 
$72-million contract, making him the fifth 
member of an impressive array of young 
talent to be locked into a long- term 
deal. Harris II joined first baseman Matt 
Olson, second baseman Ozzie Albies, 
third baseman Austin Riley, right fielder 
Ronald Acufia Jr and Strider as Braves 
to ink long-term deals. 

In addition to being crowned the 
foremost rookie in the Senior Circuit, 
Harris Il was also honored as the 
National League Rookie of the Month in 
June, August and September. 

“Atlanta is all I've ever known, it's been 
so good to me," Harris Il said. “TI 
no other team that | would personally 
hand-pick to play for, other than the 
Atlanta Braves,” 

He finished the 2022 season 
slashing .297/.339/.514 (123-for-414) 
with 19 home runs, 64 RBI, 75 runs 
scored and 20 stolen bases in 114 
games. He hit .383 (36-for-94) with 
runners in scoring position, third- 
best in MLB (min. 400 PA) behind 
Freddie Freeman (LAD, .391) and Joc 
Pederson (SF, .388). The last MLB 
rookie to match Harris’ .383 batting 
average with runners in scoring 
position (min. 400 PA) was Oakland's 
Jemile Weeks, who hit .395 (32-for- 
81) in those situations in 2011. The 
last National League rookie was 
Colorado's Todd Helton.

Michael Harris II 
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On October 10, the Braves signed 
Strider to six-year deal worth $75 
million, including a $22 million club 
option for the 2029 season, 

Strider, the N.L, Rookie of the 
Month for July, went 11-5 with a 2.67 
ERA (39 ER/131.2 IP) in 31 games, 
20 starts, for the Braves in 2022, 
striking out 202 and allowing just 86 
hits. The 6-foot-0, 205-pound native 
of Columbus, Ohio, became the 
first pitcher in major league history 
to strike out over 200 batters with 
fewer than 100 hits allowed. 

The right-hander became the 
third rookie in franchise history 
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to strikeout 200 in a season, and 
the first in the modern era. Just 16 
rookies have done so in baseball 
history, with Yu Darvish doing so 
most recently in 2012. Strider's 13.8 
strikeouts per 9.0 innings in 2022 
were the highest by a rookie pitcher 
in MLB history (min, 12 starts), and 
he became the quickest pitcher in 
baseball history to ever reach 200 
strikeouts in a single season when 
he eclipsed the mark in his 130.0th 
inning. Hall-of-Famer LHP Randy 
Johnson held the previous record, 
reaching 200 strikeouts in 130.2 
innings in 2001.

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When infielder Vaughn Grissom 
made his debut on August 10, 2022 
at Boston, he immediately proved to 
be a major league-caliber player. In 
his third big league plate appearance, 
he homered over the Green 
Monster at Fenway Park. On the 
season, the then-21-year-old batted 
291/,353/,440 (41-for-141) with 18 
RBI and 24 runs across 41 games. 

“Allanta, it feels like they've really 
taken me in,” Grissom said. “| have 
a lot of support. A lot of people are 
behind me and rooting for me, which 
feels great. I'm just trying to keep 
proving them right.” 

On August 1, 2022, third baseman 
Austin Riley agreed to a 10-year, 
$212-millon deal. Olson signed an 
eight-year, $168-million contract in 
March after being acquired from the 
Oakland Athletics in a trade. Acufla 
is in the fifth year of an eight-year, 
$100-million contract that includes 
team options for 2027 and 2028. 
Albies is five seasons into a seven- 
year, $35-million contract that has 
team options for 2025 and 2026. 

“it's a nice feeling as a team, as an 
organization and for Braves [Country] 
just to know they're going to have 
these guys around for a while,” said 
Braves Manager Brian Snitker. “They 
are a tight-knit group that enjoys 
playing together, It's pretty good that 
you can get a group like this together 
then keep them together, We're very 
fortunate as an organization to be in 
this position.” 


With key players locked in through 
at least 2027, Anthopoulos and the

On December 12, Atlanta made a splash 
in the trade market by acquiring catcher 
Sean Murphy from the Oakland Athletics. 
The Braves landed the 2021 Rawlings 
Gold Glove Award winner as a part of a 
three-team trade that also included the 
Milwaukee Brewers. 

“The expectation here is that we're 
going to win a lot of games," Murphy 
said to media at Spring Training. “No 
‘numbers’ goals for me. | don't like to 
set those. Just win — that’s the only goal. 
That's the only thing that really matters.” 

Murphy, 28, played in 148 games 
for the A's last season, slashing 
.250/.332/.426 with 18 home runs 
and 66 RBI. He led all American 
League primary catchers in hits 
(134), doubles (37), RBI (66), and 
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total bases (229), and ranked second 
in home runs (18) and runs scored 
(67). He accumulated a career-best 
5.1 fWAR on the season, highest for 
a qualified catcher in the American 
League and trailing just J.T. Realmuto 
for most in Major League Baseball. 
Murphy, who bats and throws right- 
handed, threw out 19 baserunners in 
2022, tied for fifth most in the majors, 
and his caught-stealing percentage of 
31.1 was third best in baseball among 
catchers with as many attempts. He 
led American League backstops in 
games (116) and ranked second in 
assists (40). Murphy has thrown out 
32 baserunners over the last two 
seasons, third most in the AL. 


Originally drafted by Oakland in 
the third round of the 2016 First-Year 
Player draft, Murphy debuted with 
the club in 2019 and played his first 
four major league seasons with the 
A's. A native of Peekskill, NY, he was 
selected by MLB.com as the No, 33 
prospect entering the 2020 season, 
and the third-best catching prospect 
in baseball. 

“Murphy has been great,” said fellow 
backstop Travis d'Arnaud. “He has 
fit right in and has gotten everyone's 
sense of humor, which is really good to 
see. It's big, especially being a catcher 
coming to a brand new pitching staff. If 
you fit in, like he does so well, it’s going 
to be really easy for him.” 
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JOE JIMENEZ 
The week before they acquired Murphy, 
Atlanta traded for right-hander Joe 
Jiménez from the Detroit Tigers, adding 
another All-Star arm to its bullpen. 
Jiménez, 27, pitched in 62 games 
for the Tigers in 2022, going 3-2 with a 
3.49 ERA (22 ER/56.2 IP) and two saves 
while striking out 77 batters and issuing 
just 13 walks. His 12.23 strikeouts per 
9.0 innings ranked fifth in the American 
League among pitchers with at least 
50.0 innings, and his 1.4 fWAR for 
the season matched his career high. 
Jiménez fanned 33.3% of the batters 
he faced, which ranked in the top five 
percent of the majors. 
The 6-foot-3, 277-pound native of 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, was originally 
signed by the Tigers as a non-drafted 
free agent in 2013 and debuted with the 
club in 2017, Jiménez played the first six 
seasons of his major league career with 
Detroit, going 19-19 with a 5.24 ERA 
(155 ER/266.0 IP) and 20 saves over 
297 career appearances. He was named 
to the AL All-Star team in 2018 during 
his first full major league campaign. 


JORDAN LUPLOW 

A threat against left-handed pitching, 
Atlanta gained a proven platoon bat in 
outfielder Jordan Luplow. 

Luplow, 29, spent last season with 
Arizona, hitting 11 home runs and 
compiling a .634 OPS in 83 games. The 
6-foot-1, 195-pound native of Visalia, 
Calif., hit eight of his home runs against 
left-handed pitching, and owns a career 
.842 OPS against lefties. 

Luplow made starts at all three outfield 
spots last season, with the majority 
coming in right field, where he played 41 
games (25 starts). He also started four 
games in center field (five total games) 
and 18 games (21 games) in left field. 

Originally drafted in the third-round 
of the 2014 First-Year Player Draft by 
Pittsburgh out of Fresno State, Luplow 
made his major league debut in 2017 
with the Pirates. He moved to Cleveland 
in 2019, and hit a career-best 15 home 
runs that season. He also played with 
Tampa Bay and Arizona during his six- 
year career. He owns a .745 career OPS 
in 322 games. 
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SAM HILLIARD 

Hilliard, 28, appeared in in 70 games 
with Colorado last season, hitting 

184 (32-for-174) with a 544 OPS. The 
6-foot-5, 236-pound native of Mansfield, 
Texas, played all three outfield positions 
last season, finishing with three assists 
and no errors, 

Hilliard, who bats and throws left- 
handed, hit a career-best 14 home runs 
in 2021, and has 29 home runs in 570 
career at-bats. 

Originally drafted by Colorado in the 
15th round of the 2015 First-Year Player 
Draft out of Wichita State University, 
Hilliard made his major league debut in 
2019 with the Rockies. = 


LUCAS LUETGE 
The Braves added Lucas Luetge 
via trade, who will effort to provide 
further matchup depth as a left- 
handed veteran, 

Luetge, 35, pitched in 50 games 
for the Yankees last season, going 
4-4 with a 2.67 ERA (17 ER/57.1 IP) 
and two saves, striking out 60 batters 
and issuing just 17 walks. Since the 
beginning of the 2021 season, he 
has pitched to an 8-6 record anda 
2.71 ERA (39 ER/129.2 IP) over 107 
games for the Yankees, fanning 138 
batters and compiling 2.3 {WAR. 

The 6-foot-5, 205-pound native of 
Brenham, TX, was originally drafted 
by the Milwaukee Brewers in the 21st 
round of the 2008 First-Year Player 
Draft before the Mariners selected 
him in the 2011 Rule 5 Draft, and he 
debuted with Seattle in 2012. In four 
years with the Mariners, from 2012- 
15, he went 3-5 with a 4.35 ERA over 
111 appearances. Luetge did not 
appear in the majors again until 
2021 with New York, and in six total 
major league seasons he has pitched 
to an 11-11 record and a 3.38 ERA 
(82 ER/218.2 IP).

Fred McGriff played for seven major 
league franchises in his 19-year-career 
and got traded four times, including at 
age 19, the year after he was drafted. 

He was the pivotal piece in two 
brilliant trades by Hall of Fame general 
managers: First when the Blue Jays! 

Pat Gillick stole away the budding 
power prospect from the Yankees 

and nine years later when the Braves’ 
John Schuerholz added an established 
cleanup hitter to one of the best pennant 
races in baseball history, 

All the while, the unflappable McGriff, 
who was always cool at the plate, 
never seemed fazed. He thrived. That's 
because trades all meant the same thing 
to McGriff: Opportunity. 

“Usually if you get traded, you know 
the other team wants you," McGriff said. 

Trades - and playing for so many 
different teams - might have cost 
McGriff a shot at being voted into the 
Baseball Hall of Fame by writers, but 
he found an alternate route there, too. 
He was a unanimous selection to the 
Class of 2023 by the Contemporary 
Era Committee. 

“He deserved to be in the Hall of 
Fame,” said former Braves teammate 
Greg Maddux, Hall of Famer and one 
of 16 to vote for McGriff, "Everybody 
felt that way. Everybody in the room 
respected him, both on and off the field, 
and his numbers were high enough, 
we all felt. He didn't hit 500 home runs, 
but he hit 493 and drove in over 1,500 
runs, so | think he met the criteria. It was 
pretty easy to pick him." 

Growing up in Tampa four blocks from 
Al Lopez Field, McGriff's dream was 
always to get to the major leagues. His 
dad took him to see Davey Concepcidn, 
Pete Rose and Dan Driessen play in 
Spring Training games with the Big Red 
Machine. He got free tickets to Class A 
Tampa Tarpons games from the “Cash 
and Garry” grocers. McGriff used to 
scavenge broken bats from a stadium 


dumpster and doctor them with tape 
of nails just to get a feel for swinging 
“Property of the Cincinnati Reds." 

Whatever path to the majors was 
clearest was good by McGriff. He 
discovered early on how frustrating it is 
when the way is blocked. 

McGriff got cut from his Jefferson 
High School team his sophomore year. 
The team already had two upperclass 
first basemen. McGriff tried out as 
an outfielder, a position he'd never 
played, but didn't convince longtime 
coach Pop Cuesta. 

“Fred was really thin, wore glasses 
and wasn't very strong,” recalls 
Cuesta, who in 43 years at Jefferson 
coached the likes of McGriff, Tino 
Martinez and Luis Gonzalez. “| told 
him, ‘We don't have enough uniforms 


just to keep you around.” 

In 1980, transferring wasn't an 
option. He played for West Tampa 
Little League and started working out 
al a nautilus gym across town. Il was 
a 10-mile bike ride for McGriff, whose 
parents both worked. 

He made the high school team 
as a junior and broke into the lineup 
midway through the season. By his 
senior year, he was launching home 
runs including one off a local prospect 
named Dwight Gooden. By then, 
Yankees scout Gus Poulos was a 
regular at games and asking Cuesta to 
keep quiet about McGriff. 

“L said, ‘Well, if (other scouts) 
come to the game, they're going 
to see Fred," Cuesta said. “! won't 
have to say a word.” 
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Given McGriff’s late start, the Yankees 
only needed a ninth-round pick to 
get him. They had first baseman Don 
Mattingly on the cusp of the majors and 
McGriff splitting time in rookie ball with 
Billy Williams, a third-round pick in the 
secondary June draft. McGriff hit .148 
playing about half the games. 

“He was a talented kid, but he was 
introverted,” said Carlos Tosca, the 
Gulf Coast League Yankees’ manager 
in 1981 and 1982. “He's always had a 
tremendous idea of strike zone. Even 
as a 17-year-old kid, he wouldn't swing 
at bad pitches, and there's a lot of bad 
pitches thrown in the Gulf Coast League. 
He was the only guy on the team that 
didn't have a take sign.” 

Tosca said McGriff's confidence grew 
in instructional league and in 1982 he hit 
nine homers in the GCL with a .413 on: 
base percentage. 

A roving coach for the Braves 
named Cito Gaston, who would coach 
and manage McGriff years later in 
Toronto, took notice. 

“He was hitting balls about 500 feet,” 
Gaston said. “He was 18, 19 years old. 


| called Hank Aaron, who was farm 
director for the Allanta Braves. | said, 
‘There's a kid named Fred McGriff. If 
you can get him some kind of way, 
please get him.” 

Gillick was invited by Blue Jays scout 
Epy Guerrero to see a rookie ball pitcher 
in Bradenton. While he was there, Gillick 
saw McGriff hit a ball onto the roof of the 
right field clubhouse at Pirate City, 

“It must have been 420, 425 feet 
away,” Gillick recalls. 

The Yankees approached Gillick that 
winter about a deal for reliever Dale 
Murray. Only after the other pieces wera 
in place - Mike Morgan and Dave Collins 
for Murray and Tom Dodd - did Gillick 
divulge the third player he really wanted. 

Gillick had thrown out names like 
Mattingly, infield prospect Edwin 
Rodriguez and Danny Pascual, a right 
fielder from New Jersey, knowing he 
would be turned down. 

“| knew (Yankees owner) George 
(Steinbrenner) hated to give up New 
Jersey guys,” Gillick said. "Somewhere 
in the deal, | brought McGriff’s name into 
it.The only thing that worried me about 


McGriff was George didn't like to give up 
Tampa guys either.” 

Baseball writer Rob Neyer ranked it as 
one of the worst Yankee trades in history. 
It didn't bother McGriff. 

“The Yankees went out and bought 
a lot of their players,” McGriff said, 
“George always wanted to win right 
away. To go to the Blue Jays and have 
opportunity to maybe get to the big 
leagues was a good thing.” 

MoGriff wasn't afraid of change — in 
his surroundings or his approach, The 
son of a TV repair shop owner anda 
second-grade teacher loved to tinker. 

As the youngest of five children by 
eight years, the “surprise package” was 
used to playing on his own. He fielded 
tennis balls off a brick wall and threw 
into a pitch back net his dad bought 
him for Christmas. 

In the minors back then, teams didn't 
have hitting coaches at every level. 
McGriff often made adjustments on 
his own. He read Ted Williams’ “The 
Science of Hitting,” Walt Hriniak’ 
Hitting Clinic,” and Charley Lau’ 
Hitting .300."

“| had power,” McGriff said. “It was just 
a matter of making contact.” 

On a suggestion from a winter ball 
teammate named Steve Christmas, 
McGriff met with a skills coach in 
Orlando named Tom Emanski. The two 
reached cull status years later when 
McGriff agreed to star in a commercial 
for Emanski's instructional video. 
Ironically, McGriff maintains he never 
watched the video, which focused on 
defense. The day he spent with Emanski 
was all about hitting. 

Emanski videotaped McGriff swinging, 
revolutionary for the early-1980s. 

“I'd never seen my swing on video," he 
said. “For somebody to slow my swing 
down, and | could see myself on video, 
that was differen 

McGriff hit 20 home runs his first full 


season in 1987. He said he knew he'd 
arrived when he hit an upper deck shot 
off Rick Rhoden in Yankee Stadium, of all 
places, that June. 

In 1988, McGriff began a streak of 
seven seasons with 30 or more home 
runs. He led the American League 
with 36 homers in 1989. But the Blue 
Jays lost to Oakland in the American 
League Championship Series that year 
and missed the playoffs in 1990. Gillick 
thought they needed right-handed power. 

First base prospect John Olerud 
had already reached the majors, so 
Gillick dangled the left-handed hitting 
McGriff for Padres outfielder Joe Carter. 
Because McGriff was three years 
younger than Carter, Gillick asked that 
second baseman - and future Hall of 
Famer - Roberto Alomar be added 


to the deal, offering infielder Tony 
Fernandez in return. 

The trade went down as a blockbuster, 
helping the Blue Jays win World Series 
titles in 1992 and 1993. 


At 27, McGriff, nicknamed “Crime Dog" 


by ESPN commentator Chris Berman, 
was in his prime. Three months after 
the trade, he signed his first long-term 
contract for four years, $15.25 million, 
the richest deal in Padres’ history. 

McGriff hit 31 homers with 106 
RBs in 1991, by far the Padres’ most 
prolific run producer. In 1992, he led 
the National League with 35 home runs, 
becoming the first player in a century to 
lead both leagues. He made the first of 
five All-Star appearanc: 
home stadium. 

But by the 1993 All-Star break, the 
Padres were last in the NL West and 
owner Tom Werner wanted to slash 
payroll. The highest paid player was the 
logical candidate to go 


starting in his 


The Braves had been to back-to- 
back World Series but were nine games 
behind San Francisco at the All-Star 
break in 1993 and hitting a major-league 
worst .246. 

Schuerholz had a trove of prospects in 
Triple-A, most notably shortstop Chipper 
Jones, catcher Javy Lopez and first 
baseman Ryan Klesko. He didn't want to 
part with any of them 

“lL would have been pointed at as the 
class clown and idiot of Major League 
Baseball if | had decided to give up 
some of those guys,” Schuerholz said. 
“And | wouldn't have done it.” 

Padres GM Randy Smith wanted 
Melvin Nieves, a good switch-hitting 
power prospect with a reputation for 
being cocky. He and Jones came to 
blows in the Richmond dugout that year 
over a parking space. 

“He had all those all the things you 
need to be a major league baseball 
player," Schuerholz said. “But if you have 
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a guy who has all of those capabilities 
and if most of the veteran players on the 
team don't want to be anywhere near 
him, that's not a good thing.” 

The Braves got McGriff for minor 
leaguers Nieves, Donnie Elliott and Vince 
Moore, and only Nieves stuck in the 
majors. After putting up back-to-back 
20-homer seasons for Detroit, he played 
his last game in the majors at 26. 

McGriff, meanwhile, made an 
immediate impact for the Braves —- even 
sooner than he thought. He's been out 
for a week with a sore ribcage and 
figured he'd miss his first start in Atlanta. 
But after a Sterno can caught fire in a 
press box suite at Atlanta Fulton-County 
Stadium, the game was delayed two 
hours, allowing McGriff just enough time 
with ultrasound and muscle stimulation 
to be ready. He hit a two-run homer to 
help the Braves rally from 5-0 down and 
celebrated with a ginger-looking trot 
around the bases. 

“! always tell people the man upstairs 
was looking after me,” McGriff said 

He hit two home runs the following 
night and 19 the last two months of 
the season. His .310 average and his 
influence helped the Braves hit .282 
the last two months. They caught and 
passed the Giants, winning the division 
104 games to 103. 

“When he came over, everybody 
and everything literally caught fire,” said 
Jones, who reached the majors that 
September. “It was a fun summer to give 
me a taste of what the next few years 
were going to be like with us hitting third 
and fourth pretty much every day." 

McGriff hit 34 home runs in 113 
games and won All-Star Game MVP 
honors before the strike ended 1994. He 
hit 27 homers playing in all 144 games 
of a strike-shortened 1995, then helped 
Atlanta win its first ever World Series title 
that October. 

“He knew what his strengths were,” 
Jones said. “He was going to hit the 
ball from gap to gap...He could create 
prodigious backspin. He would hit 
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balls off the bat to left center field that 
you would say, ‘That's a gapper right 
there.’ And I'll be damned if it didn't 
carry out the park.” 

Even as a veteran, he tinkered as 
always. Second baseman Mark Lemke 
was surprised to find out McGriff often 
took a bat to his hotel room to take 
practice swings in the mirror. If it wasn't 
a bat, McGriff said, he would roll up a 
copy of USA Today. 

“if you're struggling, you've got 
to figure something out,” he said. 


“Before you know it, it's going to be 7 
o'clock again.” 


Maddux used to hear McGriff talking to 
himself after at-bats. 

“He didn’t say much but when he 
talked, you remembered it,” Maddux 
said, “If a guy was throwing him too 
many off-speed pitches, you'd hear him 
mumble, ‘Man, I've got to take it away 
from him.’ You knew he was sitting off- 
speed his next at bat. It was good to see 
him talk about it in the fourth inning and 
then do it the sixth. That's what made 
him the elite hitter that he was.” 

After four-and-a-half years in Atlanta, 
McGriff was “sold” to his hometown 
Tampa Devil Rays, who wanted the 


local product for their first expansion 
season in 1998, 

The move meant McGriff could live 
at home with his wife Veronica and 
their two young children. It also meant 
he could play in front of his parents, 
Eliza and Earl, before his father died of 
pancreatic cancer in 1999. 

Two years later, for the first time 
in his life, McGriff balked at a trade. 
When general manager Chuck LaMar 
told him the Rays wanted to trade him 
to the Chicago Cubs, he invoked his 
no-trade clause. But two weeks later, 
he changed his mind, sacrificing the 
convenience of his family for not being 
seen as “the bad guy.” 

McGriff said his biggest 
disappointment in that deal was not 
being the team to bring the Cubs their 
first World Series. 

“He's a remarkable man,” Schuerholz 
said. “I still think he's one of the classiest 


people that ever wore our uniform." m

76 years ago, baseball was changed 
forever when Jackie Robinson took the 
field on April 15, 1947, breaking the 
color barrier in Major League Baseball, 
Robinson went on to transform the 
game, ushering in the Golden Era of 
baseball. Within a few years, fans were 
introduced to other African American 
baseball stars like Willie Mays, 

Satchel Paige, Sam Jethroe, and 
ultimately, Braves legend and “Home 
Run King” Henry ‘Hank’ Aaron. 

While baseball has fielded multicultural 
rosters for decades, including in the 
once-thriving Negro Leagues, Black 
American player participation in baseball 
has dimensioned in recent years, 

In response to decreasing diversity in 
the sport, the Atlanta Braves have created 
programs and events to help increase 
access and exposure. The Braves 
highlight and honor the contributions 
diverse players have made to the 
organization, while also developing 
sustainable programs for under-served 
communities to introduce, teach, play, 
Support and celebrate the game. 

The work starts at the youth level with 
the Braves Reviving Baseball in Inner 
Cities (RBI) programs. Braves RBI is 
a baseball and softball development 
program that engages youth at all skill 
levels to learn, grow and play the game 
to the best of their ability. With a base 
in metro Atlanta, Braves RBI is the 
umbrella program for youth leagues, 
summer baseball, softball programming 
and fall development leagues for 
participants ages four to 18 years old, 
In partnership with Marquis Grissom 
Baseball Association, Braves RBI 
emphasizes education and character 
enrichment efforts in addition to on- 
field competition. The program helps 
guide young baliplayers through their 
adolescent life, preparing them for their 
future. In 2022, the Braves served more 
than 2,950 youth under their RBI affiliate 
programs with a goal to reach more 


than 5,000 youth under the Braves RBI 
banner by the end of 2023. 

For high school athletes, the Braves 
host two annual showcase games at 
Truist Park, the Hank Aaron Invitational 
in partnership with MLB and MLBPA and 
the 44 Classic presented by Nike. 

Both named in honor of Hank Aaron, 
both showcases work to further his 
legacy to increase diversity in baseball. 
They also serve as a platiorm to provide 
access and exposure for rising high 
school sophomore, junior, and senior 
minority baseball talent to help them 
reach the next level. 

To witness the success of the Braves’ 
Growing the Game initiatives, fans 
need to look no further than the 2022 
NL Rookie of the Year player, Michael 
Harris Il, Harris spent much of his early 
baseball career at Gresham Park as 
part of the Braves RBI programs. As his 
abilities progressed, Harris was invited 
to play in the Braves’ annual Hank Aaron 
Invitational and the 44 Classic showcase 
games, where college and Major League 
scouts took notice of Harris’ undeniable 
talents for the first time. Harris was 
ultimately selected by the Braves in the 
third round of the 2019 MLB Draft and 
made his Major League debut on May 28, 
2022, versus the Miami Marlins. 

“If you set your mind to your main goal, 
and strive every day to perfect it, anything 
is possible,” Harris responded when 


asked what message he had to share 
with other young Black baseball players 
who have followed his journey to the 
Major Leagues. 
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Harris's ability to catch the attention of 
Braves scouts serves as a microcosm of 
the Braves programs’ underlying purpose: 
increasing exposure for diverse athletes. 

At the collegiate level, the Braves 
hosted the top 60 Historically Black 
Colleges and Universities (HBCUs) 
baseball players for the 2022 Minority 
Baseball Prospects HBCU All-Star Game 
al Truist Park as well as the annual Ralph 
Garr-Bill Lucas HBCU Baseball Classic 
presented by Truist between Grambling 
State University and Florida A&M 
University in honor of two Braves greats 
and HBCU graduates. 

Designed to highlight top athletes and 
baseball programs at HBCUs, these 
events help create a pipeline of diverse 
talent, while exposing them to a Major 
League setting and Major League scouts. 

In conjunction with the showcase 
games, HBCU student-athletes participate 
in leadership events and career panels 
led by HBCU coaches and graduates 
working in their respective fields. 

The events focus on the business of sport 
and entertainment, baseball for diverse 
ballplayers, financial literacy, and more.

In the spirit of advancing pathways 
for African Americans in baseball off 
the field as well as on it, the Braves 
also champion a variely of business and 
career programs for recent graduates. 

The Braves’ founding business 
initiatives include two fellowships, 
the Bill Lucas Fellowship in Baseball 
Operations and the Henry Aaron 
Fellowship Business Operations. 

The fellowships are part of the team's 
continued efforts to widen the talent pool 
of future diverse industry leaders and 
build on the legacy of trailblazers like 
Bill Lucas and Hank Aaron, 

Established in 2017, the Bill Lucas 
Fellowship became the first dedicated 
Baseball Operations program of its kind 
in Major League Baseball. As the first 
Black General Manager in Major League 
Baseball, Bill Lucas was invaluable 
in the team’s success by drafting key 
players who led the Braves to the 1982 
Division Championship. Designed to 
honor Lucas’s contributions to the game, 


the Atlanta Braves Bill Lucas Fellowship 
is a dedicated position in the Baseball 
Operations department designed 
to assist in the pipeline of diverse 
candidates who are interested in a career 
in Baseball Operations. The fellowship 
includes rotational areas of work in Player 
Development, Scouting, and Analytics. 
The Henry Aaron Fellowship is a 
position for diverse candidates who 
are interested in becoming the next 
senior-level executive of a Major League 
Baseball club. Henry Aaron Fellows 
work directly with Atlanta Braves 
President and Chief Executive Officer, 
Derek Schiller, and are provided with 
an overview experience of executive 
leadership and the operations necessary 
for leading the various lines of business 
within the organization. The fellows 
also spend time with each department 
throughout the club to receive hands-on 
experience in the business of baseball.
